To the Public! 


W e are all looking for more trade, more work and improved conditions. 
This applies to the man in business 
as well as to the producers. 
The business man w ants more customers, tim customers want m ore work. 
N either can be blamed for these 
w ants. 
Now, it is only fair to say that if business men w ant the trade of a community, they should give preference to the 
products of that community. 
Tile producers of another community are in no position to give their trad e to this 
community. 
W e have in mind a condition wherein 150 eigarm akers and their families, besides many others depending on 
this industry for a living in this city. The wages earned by these people find a way into the regular business chan­ 
nels of Jacksonville merchants. 
The most of these m erchants show their appreciation of this fact by patronizing 
the products of our home factories. 
There are some, however, who ask and expect the trade of home people, and 
who persist in buying brands of cigars m ade in other cities; cigars especially made in trust factories, under trust 
conditions. 
Only a few months ago a general dem and was made in these trust factories for higher wages and better work­ 
ing conditions, so th at the men and women could live more decently, and not be compelled to wear their last sum­ 
m er’s clothing in the w inter. They were met by the police with clubs, and by the courts with jail sentences for 
their audacity. They w ere starved into submission. 
These acts, influenced by the trusts, show their litter heart­ 
lessness, their disregard of the needs and rights of others, especially those who made their products, who did no 
more than attempt to improve their condition. 
C igars made in these factories do not bear the Union Label, yet there are some dealers here who persist in hand­ 
ling them , and even m aking a display of them, in preference to the superior home product. 
Jacksonville has a record iii the m anufacture of cigars that is the envy of other cities. 
This was accomplished 
honorably, after many years of patience by our manufacturers, in conjunction with skilled labor. 
Iii the making of a cigar skill is required. Therefore it is required that an apprentice in a Union shop serve 
three years before he becomes a journeyman. In a trust shop no skill is required; much is done by machinery* and 
w hat is called the “team system”, under which no employee makes a complete cigar. Specialization induces speed, 
the tru st sets a low price per thousand, the employee speeds up, and in this way is enabled to just about keep from 
starvation; and these cigars, made under such conditions, are placed before us by some of our dealers in competi­ 
tion with the honest work, and widely known good character of Jacksonville cigars. 
These dealers say that they 
are compelled to handle them because the travelling men demand th em ; the travelling man, who sells the drug­ 
gist his drugs, the shoe man his shoes, the clothing man his clothing, etc. 
T h e travelling man ha® n o particular concern for " h o m e - m a d e " goods, for he rea so n s like Thomas P aine. "T he world is my country. 
W ell, let the dealer cell him what he w ants , hut it is not fair for him to entice our home people who earn and spend their 
money here, with a big display of the stuff th a t " t h e travelling m a n wants", w ean his money from him and send all ubove hi:) profit 
aw ay to the trust and to tho se spiritless and weary work-slaves, who, by no process of reasoning, can r e t u r n any part of it to these 
local d e a l e r s in trade. 
So of these dealers we a s k ; give us a little more favorable consideration, 
F ro m the smoking public, which largely has favored 
us w ith recognition in t h e past, we u«k a continuanc e of same, 
T o those who h a v e turned their eyes to Detroit, Mich., Lima. O., 
P h ilade lphia. Pa., or Tim huctoo, we say that you can get no good f ro m them. 
T h ese I 50 Gigarmakera and the ir families can do and are 
doing f a r more for you t h a n they. 
Therefore we ask your earnest consideration an d more favorable an d practical recognition.

CARRIER PIGEONS. 


M e ssa ge s They Carry A r s Packed In 
Small Goose Quills. 
T he general notion that all that has j 
to be done in forwarding a dispatch by 
pigeons is to catch the bird, tie a let­ 
ter to its leg and then liberate it is 
wrong, as tho method of attaching the 
m essage is of great im portance. 
Prior to the siege of P aris the meth­ 
od o f affixing the m essage to the bird 
bad not received that attention which 
it demanded, and consequently many 
dispatches were lost in transit. 
A t first the m essage 
w as merely- 
rolled up tightly, waxed over to pro­ 
tect it from the weather and then at­ 
tached to a feather In the bird's tail- 
B ut it w as soon found th at the twine 
w hich kept the m issive in place cut or 
dam aged the paper, and therefore in 
order to prevent it from b ein g pecked 
by the pigeon and from being Injured 
by w et the dispatch was inserted in a 
sm all goosequill two inches in length. 
T he quill was then pierced close to 
each end with a rt*dliot bodkin, so as 
not to split it, and in the holes waxed 
silk threads were inserted to affix it to 
the strongest tall feather. 
By attach­ 
ing the m essage to this part of the 
bird's body Its hight w as not in any j 
w ay interfered wit ii.—Lone Scout
